Fractured and dislocated my 
radius, at midnight. I was helping 
Mom into her wheelchair upon our 
arrival back home after the 
weekend in Mumford for the 
Rochester show (where I had 
Champion American and Reserve 
Champion Standard on the same 
Partridge Rock that won at 
Cobleskill; also Champion AOSB 
on a B. B, Red Modem Game 
cock).

night. Most of them are fertile, 
which is excellent news. 

I’ve got about a dozen 
Partridge Rock, Black Orpington, 
R.C. RIR eggs to set. I like the 
idea of getting this early start on 
the hatching season. I must set up 
the Modern Game breeding pens. 

October 21, 1997 

Surgery on my left arm. 
First time ever for anesthesia. No 
problem. Dr. Mogerman and the 
staff at Marian Community 
Hospital were wonderful. I now 
have a metal truss, of sorts, 
applied to my arm and wrist—with 
pins going directly into the bones. 

I phoned Paul Warner to 
report that all was well. 

October 23, 1997 

Flowers delivered to SRP at 
home from Product Development. 
Very thoughtful. I am touched. 

October 24, 1997 

Back to ICS. It’s good “to 
get back to normal.” Warm 
reception of SRP. Very touching. 

October 27, 1997 

Decided to take my APA 
judge’s test (Large and Bantam 
Chicken) at this year’s Virginia 
Poultry Breeders’ Show at 
Richmond on November 22-23. 


Wrote Chuck Oltersdorf 
today and told him that I would 
like to take the exam at Richmond. 
Also wrote to Mark Whitebread 
and invited him to go to Richmond 
with me. Hopefully this metal 
contraption will be off my arm by 
that time. If not, I will probably 
have to postpone the showroom 
exam, as it will be difficult to 
handle the birds during the hands- 
on portion of the exam. 

I will attend (but not show 
at) the Garden State Show this 
year. As yet, I have not made the 
decision as to whether I will go to 
Flemington on Saturday or 
Sunday. 

October 28,1997 

Seven standard Buff 
“Minorca” chick plus one standard 
Partridge Rock chick hatched 
yesterday and last night under a 
standard Partridge Rock in the 
barn. 

These Minorcas” are the 
result of a breeding experiment: a 
pure Buff Minorca cockerel, the 
front half of which is very good, 
especially the head; back OK, tail 
not so good. This bird was mated 
to a very large buff colored Buff 
Rock/Buff Orpington cross hen, 
with white legs. With any luck, 
some of the chicks should be very 
respectable Buff Minorcas; some 
might be respectable Buff 




Orpingtons. We shall see. Many 
more fertile eggs from this pair 
now under incubation. 

The Partridge Rock is from 
the cockerel that I bought at 
Cobleskill from the Genna family 
of Olive Bridge, NY for $10. The 
Genna family, it seems, purchased 
25 chicks from Kruger’s Kluckers 
a year or so ago. They decided to 
keep the pullets and get rid of the 
cockerels. The bird that they sold 
me at Cobleskill is a superior PPR 
male: excellent back, good red in 
the hackle, good comb. I was 
extremely pleased that the Genna 
family (seeing my PPR pullet on 
Champions’ Row) asked me if 1 
wanted to buy a PPR male. When 1 
looked at the bird, I knew in a 
second that 1 wanted him. 1 would 
have paid $40 for him but they 
were asking $10. I returned from 
Cobleskill and immediately put 
him in a breeding pen with three 
of my PPR hens that were laying 
or about to begin laying. This 
chick that hatched this morning is 
the offspring of that Cobleskill 
male and one of my hens. I hope 
that many more fertile PPR eggs 
come forward from the Cobleskill 
male in the weeks and months 
ahead. I have switched him in and 
out of the PPR breeding pen, 
alternating him with my best PPR 
male—purchased from Norman 
Ennis at Richmond last November. 


In the course of this fall and 
winter, I will raise as many PPRs 
as I can. 

There are also eggs now 
under incubation from a Black 
Orpington breeding pen. I am very 
anxious to have some additional 
young Black Orpingtons. There is 
also the Splash Orpington pullet. 
As soon as she starts to lay well, 1 
will put her in the Orpington pen. 
Chicks from her and a black 
Cockerel should give both black 
and blue chicks. 

There are three additional 
hens now setting on eggs: 
Minorca, RIR, Black Orpington, 
and PPR. As soon as 1 make some 
Modern Game decisions. I’ll have 
some Modern Game eggs to 
incubate. 

In the absence of an 
available setter, I turned the 
incubator on last night and put 
about 19 eggs in it. I am not 
particularly interested in having 
the incubator going, but I can not 
pass up these fertile eggs from 
some of my best birds.

Secretary Cancels Poultry Exhibits 
At Farm Show 


nosed by a laboratory,” 
Hayes said. 

In July, Hayes 
canceled poulhy exhi¬ 
bits at county and com¬ 
munity fairs in nine 
southeastern counties. 
This ban is in effect for 
the remainder of 1997. 

The current outbreak 
of H7N2 began in Leba¬ 
non County in Decem¬ 
ber. Since then, 16 
flocks were diagnosed 
with the virus, affecting 
about 1.75 million lay¬ 
ing chickens. Nearly 
one million of them 
were destroyed in an 
effort to halt the spread 
of the disease. 

A quarantine 
imposed on a 75-square 
mile area of northwest¬ 
ern Lancaster County in 
May remains in effect. 

Hayes asked produc¬ 
ers to continue to keep 
poultry houses locked, 
allowing only essential 
personnel into houses. 
Workers should wear 
clean or disposable 
coveralls, head cover 
and plastic boots which 
can be discarded or 
boots which can be thor¬ 
oughly washed and dis¬ 
infected. A disinfectant 
footbath should be used 
and changed daily. 


HARRISBURG (Dauphin Co.) 
— Agriculture Secretary Samuel 
E. Hayes Jr. announced the 
cancellation of all live poultry and 
poultry-related product exhibits at 
the Pennsylvania Farm Show in 
January. This cancellation 
includes emu, ostrich, and rhea 
exhibits. 

“This is striedy precautionary 
to prevent the possible transmis¬ 
sion of the H7N2 avian influenza 
virus through exhibits at the 
show,” Hayes said. “I am pleased 
we have had no new incidences of 
avian influenza in Pennsylvania 
since July. However, we must not 
relax our vigilance. The commer¬ 
cial poultry industry is 
extremely vital to Pen¬ 
nsylvania’s agricultural 
economy. I am going to 
do what I can to protect 
our poultry farmers.” , 

In June, Gov. Tom 
Ridge signed a bill pro¬ 
viding $5 million to 
poultry producers 
affected by the out¬ 
break. The money is 
being used to reimburse 
owners for one-third the 
value of destroyed 
flocks, for the cost of 
cleaning and sanitizing 
the poultry houses, and 
for other preventative 
and control measures. 

Hayes said the history 
of the virus indicates the 
greatest influenza risk to 
poultry may come with 
cooler weather, and he 
urged continued atten¬ 
tion to strict biosecurity 
within the industry. 

“Immediate discov¬ 
ery is an important key 
to minimizing the 
spread of the virus. We 
ask all producers to con ¬ 
tinue to participate in 
biosecurity surveillance 
by the department and 
have any unusual respir¬ 
atory disorders diag- 


Movements of all vehicles 
should be restricted, and vehicles 
should be disinfected. All supplies 
brought to farms should be either 
new, or clean, washed, and 
disinfected. 

Hayes commended the poultry 
industry for their diligence in con¬ 
taining the virus, but noted the 


cooperative efforts must continue. 

"We must continue to work 
together to reduce the threat of a 
resurgence of the influenza. I am 
not ready to declare victory just 
because we have had a string of 
virus-free weeks. We must stand 
guard,” Hayes said.

The 
American Poultry Association has many wonderful resources available that have, as yet, 
been untapped. 

The A.P.A. needs to be more accessible to the members. A.P.A. “connections ’’ should be 
in place in which qualified people located in different parts of the country would set up 
tables at shows and would be available to the members. Directors and State/Provincial 
reps are available but seldom do they setup tables. These connections would be an 
outreach of the A.P.A. secretary’s atm. We should have at least two in Canada, one on 
the west coast and at least one in the south. 



We need to continue to work on opening the lines of communication. We need 
correspondence within the A.P.A.. Including the officers, directors. State reps and, most 
importantly, the MEMBERS. We need to get members more actively involved in the 
committees and realize the importance of there input. We need to make the A.P.A. 
financially beneficial to it’s membership. By offering a discount on publications, feed, 
medications, etc. it should become cost effective to be an A.P.A. member. 

Anyone who knows me will testily to my sincerity and dedication to purebred poultry and 
the A.P.A.. I have worked very hard to help educate, and make educational material 
available to the youth and new exhibitors. I have not written hundreds of articles because 
I think I am a great writer nor did my wife and I develop the “From Chick to Champ” 
video because we think we are Stephen Speilberg. Rather, I know there is a need to offer 
these materials as a source of learning for the youth and new fancier. 

I volunteered to do the Home Page, having absolutely no expertise in this area simply 
because we knew there was a need. Through the help of several individuals my 
knowledge has broadened and we have another resource available. 

Since being elected vice president I have notice items the board has approved but have 
been virtually left on the table. One example is having a “questionnaire” in the A.P.A. 
Quarterly. This questionnaire has been used once in four years. We need to use this tool, 
as a way for acquiring information and ideas from the members. 

I am asking you to please consider supporting me, in my bid for president, as I try to 
bring the American Poultry Association up to the stature is deserves. Some people say 
that purebred poultry is simply a backyard hobby and no one will take us serious. I say 
this: The USDA and poultry industries throughout the United States predict that by the 
year 2000 Iowa will be the number one state in poultry. In Iowa the governing agent for 
the poultry industry is the Iowa Poultry Association. This association has recognized the 
importance of purebred poultry by allotting us equal representation on the Iowa Poultry 
Association board. I believe that ALL of the poultry industries throughout the Nation can 
be shown the importance of purebred poultry through diligence and commitment. 


Again, I would appreciate your support.

November 10, 1997 

DWP and I decided to sell 
Mom’s 1983 car (an Oldsmobile 
Ninety-Eight). We sold it to a girl 
at the Dundaff' garage for $ 1,000. 
The transfer of papers and so on 
took place this morning at the 
AAA. 



Two additional hens now 
with chicks: Buff Minorcas, 
Partridge Rocks, Rose Comb 
Rhode Island Reds, Black Or¬ 
pingtons. I don’t have exact counts 
on each breed, but I think there are 
probably 20 Minorcas, 6 Rocks, 2 
or 3 Orpingtons, 6 Rhode Island 
Reds. There are about 35 
additional eggs under incubation- 
under two setting hens and some 
in the incubator. 

The Lavender Guinea hen 
that was setting in the flower 
border out between the inner drive 
and the highway was disturbed by 
a predator in the middle of the 
night. DWP heard the commotion. 
1 went out and got the 20 eggs that 
she was setting on and put them in 
the incubator. I don’t know 
whether or not to be optimistic 
about the possibility of Lavender 
keets. We shall see. It seems that 
the incubation of the eggs has just 
started. I candled some of the eggs 
and they appear to be about a 
week along in the process. We 
shall see. 

I have never gotten such an 
early start with the hatching 
season as I have this year. And 
we’re off to a good start, it seems. 
One must strike while the iron is 
hot-and the hens that 1 want to get 
fertile eggs from have started to 
lay. So, I have taken the steps 


necessary to get fertile eggs. I will 
allow the birds to call the shots. 

The standard White Old 
English Game hen that I bought at 
the CPAC auction in October is 
getting ready to lay. I put her with 
a “more or less standard size” B. 
B. Red American Game cock. 1 
will move her back and forth 
between the “beautiful” Silver 
Duckwing American Game cock 
and the B. B. Red cock. The 
chicks could be spectacular. 

November 12, 1997 

First quantifiable snow fell 
this morning at the break of day. 
Ground dusted white. 

I’ve stopped taking Video- 
din and the pain in my arm is 
bearable. Vicodin is a fairly 
heavy-duty narcotic and the side 
effects are unpleasant (con¬ 
stipation). I am just taking Advil 
now and things are bearable. I will 
see Dr. Mogerman tomorrow 
afternoon and I am hoping he will 
tell me that the pins can come out 
in a couple of weeks—maybe 
sooner. I am now able to carry 
light objects in my left hand, 
which is wonderful. 

November 13, 1997 

Here is the breakdown on 
the 31 chicks that have hatched in 
the past few weeks: 

Buff Minorca, 15 


Partridge Rock, 7 
R. C. RIR, 6 
Black Orpington, 3 
They are under four hens in 
the barn. All doing very nicely. 
There is a BlackWyandotte 
bantam hen with four eggs under 
her at present, also the Buff 
Orpington hen with a dozen eggs; 
also about 20 chicken eggs in the 
incubator, and two fertile Guinea 
eggs. So there is lots of possibility 
in the air. 

I will continue the hatching 
all winter long. As soon as this 
blasted contraption comes off my 
arm, I will winterize some of the 
pens inside the barn so that they 
will be warmer for the hens and 
chicks. All is well at present, but 
some well placed plastic would 
make it much more comfortable 
for the chicks. 

About a week ago, there 
was a cold/virus of some sort that 
was affecting many of the birds. 
That seems to have passed with 
only one or two fatalities and now 
things seem quite robust and 
normal among the birds. 

November 14, 1997 

First winter storm. Lots of 
ice, not much snow. Windy. I 
made it to work without any 
difficulty thanks to my snow tires 
and the five cinder blocks in the 


back of the truck over the rear 
axles. 

Birds all well. As soon as I 
can get my left arm back under 
control, I will install more 
thorough winterization in the barn. 
The preliminary installation, 
however, is doing the job. 

Saw Dr. Mogerman last 
night at 4:30 and the report was 
good. The broken bones are 
healing beautifully and the plans 
are now tentatively established to 
take out the pins on December 
2nd—with anesthesia, thank 
goodness. Then there will be a 
small cast (below the elbow) for a 
couple of weeks. Good news, to be 
sure. 

Many people not in the 
office today. 

The cat had a grand time 
dashing about in the snow this 
morning. When I left for work, 1 
put Mom in her wheelchair in he 
living room and noted that the cat 
was seated on the back of the 
couch and was looking out the 
window. What a precious animal 
he is! 

November 19, 1997 

When I got home from work 
last night, I heard chicks in the 
incubator in my bedroom. They 
took me completely by surprise. I 
immediately removed the turning 


tray and by early evening a couple 
of chicks were out and about. 

This morning there were six 
chicks out (4 Partridge Rocks and 
2 Buff Minorcas or Orpingtons)— 
with many more on the way. 
Twice in the past three weeks, 
there have been incubator 
problems. Once, the power was off 
for six hours or so; once, the 
thermostat wafer went bad and the 
temperature was down to 78 
degrees when 1 returned home one 
day. Nevertheless, the developing 
embryos were not hurt by the 
“chill down.” They are amazingly 
strong. 

The buff chicks from the 
Orpington hen and Minorca 
cockerel are developing nicely. 
My plan was that they would be 
decent Minorcas. As it turns out, 
they are looking more like 
Orpingtons than Minorcas. Either 
way is fine with me, of course. It 
will be interesting to watch the 
growth patterns develop before my 
eyes. 

Ten degrees Fahrenheit this 
morning and yet the temperature 
in the barn where the chickens are 
was in the thirties, which is fine. 
No artificial heat of any kind—just 
a reasonable amount of winter¬ 
ization in place. Almost always, 
during the winter, the temperature 
in the barn remains about 20 
degrees higher than outside. 


As soon as the chicks finish 
hatching in the incubator, I will fill 
it up again with about 35 more 
eggs. 

November 21, 1997 

Incubator report: 2 Black 
Orpingtons, 3 Rose Comb Rhode 
Island Reds, 4 Partridge Rocks, 5 
Minorca/Orpington. Put the chicks 
in a box in my bedroom last night, 
where they will remain for a week 
or so, and then it's up to the barn 
they go (into a brooder box, of 
course). 

This weekend I will scrub 
out the incubator and refill it. My 
new area of focus: the best of the 
Partridge Rock pullets and the 
Kreuger cock that 1 bought at 
Cobleskill. That should be a 
wonderful cross. Several of the 
pullets have very nice red in the 
neck and good lacing. The 
Kreuger male has a wonderful 
back and head, and good red in the 
hackle. The pullets have more or 
less settled in in the breeding pen, 
and once they start to lay well 
again, there should be an 
abundance of eggs. I will hatch 
them all. 

The splash/black Orgington 
cross is in place. The Splash pullet 
is laying well and the eggs should 
all be fertile. I am very anxious to 
have some Blue Orpingtons. 
Again, I will set every egg that the 




Splash pullet lays; also every egg 
that my two or three Black hens 
lay. 

I want to establish a flock of 
excellent standard Black Orping¬ 
tons and excellent standard Par¬ 
tridge Rocks—and I am just about 
on the point of doing so. 

Things seem to have settled 
into a very normal and workable 
routine in the barn for the 
winter—and that is good. 

November 24,1997 

The Black Wyandotte 
bantam hen hatched three very 
special chicks over the weekend: 2 
Black Orpingtons and 1 Partridge 
Rock. The 14 chicks in the box in 
my bedroom are doing fine. They 
were joined by a Pearl Guinea keet 
on Sunday—one of the eggs that 
were under the Lavender hen out 
in the flower garden. One more 
Guinea egg should hatch today. 

Put 40 more eggs in the 
incubator on Saturday. 

November 28, 1997 

The CPAC/Martha Stewart 
program was rebroadcast today on 
national television!

Time to end stalling 
on public libraries 


T he answer to the question of what is ailing Penn¬ 
sylvania’s public libraries is not in the mystery 
section or buried among forgotten documents in a 
musty corner of some old repository. No, the an¬ 
swer is well-documented and widely acknowl¬ 
edged: THEY NEED MORE MONEY. 

Yet, some state legislators cynically are using the funding 
crisis as a means to limit local control of public libraries, 
open the door to broader censorship of library materials and 
grant broad control to a politically appointed statewide com¬ 
mission. 

These legislators are the same people who are responsible 
for providing one of the lowest levels of state funding for li¬ 
braries in the entire nation, less than any state other than 
West Virginia, while progressive states on our borders, New 
York and Ohio, provide more than twice as much funding 
for their libraries. 

Rather than blushing and moving quickly to rectify the 
situation, legislators led by Republican Rep. Ted Stevenson 
of Allegheny County are conducting hearings on a bill that 
would make relinquished community control of public li¬ 
braries the price for modest funding increases. 

Public libraries now are certified by the Department of 
Education. Stevenson’s bill would establish a statewide com¬ 
mission that would license individual librarians and play a 
role in hiring and firing — a sure formula for political chica¬ 
nery. Such a system could open the door to censorship. A po¬ 
litically appointed board would be responsive to the whims 
of politicians, who in turn are responsive to narrow-interest 
groups that seek to dictate the content of books, films and 
other materials. During the hearings, professional librari¬ 
ans have raised other technical problems with the proposal, 
including that it fails to distinguish between academic and 
public libraries. 

Pennsylvania spends $14 on libraries for each resident, a 
rate $6 below the national average and $20 below New York, 
the national leader. 

The answer to better public libraries is higher state and 
local funding. Another bill would provide it by making state 
funds available primarily where local matching funds are 
raised, as through the Lackawanna County library tax. 

Legislators should forget about adding an extra layer of 
bureaucracy and move from study to remedial action.

The Delaware and Hudson Canal Company’s Gravity Railroad, 
from Carbondale to Honesdale, was opened on October 9, 1829. 
The rail line, designed by John B. Jervis, was constructed to carry 
coal from the mines at Carbondale and elsewhere in the 
Lackawanna Valley to the D&H’s canal in Honesdale, and from 
there to market. Passenger service was inaugurated over the line on 
April 5, 1877. With various rebuildings, the gravity line survived 
until 1898, when it was replaced with a steam locomotive line, 
known as the Honesdale Branch of the D&H. The steam line, with 
19 stations, was opened on January 3, 1899, and operated until 
August 20, 1931. 

The offices of the D&H were housed in two buildings on North 
Main Street. One of those buildings now houses the Ben-Mar 
Restaurant. The original wooden buildings that housed the Gravity 
Shops, erected in 1832, were located behind the D&H office 
buildings. In 1858, a 14,000-square-foot stone building was 
erected on the same site to house the Gravity Shops. That stone 
building, no longer extant, was later listed in the National Register 
of Historic Places. 

In 1872, the D&H established a railyard on the west side of 
Carbondale. The yard, consisting of over 100 acres to the north of 
the Dundaff Street crossing, was enlarged in 1888, and served as a 
marshaling area where coal trains were made up from the coal 
shipped from various mines and breakers throughout the 
Lackawanna Valley. A 40-stall roundhouse once stood in the D&H 
yard in Carbondale. 


FIRST UNDERGROUND MINE 

The first underground anthracite mine in America was opened in 
Carbondale in 1831. The entrance to the mine was along Seventh 
Avenue, just west of the Delaware and Hudson’s tracks (on the 
west side of the tracks, across from present-day Dale and Dave’s, 
between the entrance to the present-day Hendrick Manufacturing 
Company and the tracks). In 1901, on the occasion of the city’s 
fiftieth anniversary as an incorporated city, a monument was 
erected on the site of the original mine. During the West Side 
Minefire Reclamation Project, the monument was moved from its 
original location to its present location on the lawn of the 
Columbia Hose Company, Main Street. In 1859, the first anthracite 
coal breaker in America, the Racket Brook Breaker, was erected by 
the D&H Canal Company on the mountain above the city of 
Carbondale. 


CARBONDALE PUBLIC LIBRARY 

The Carbondale Public Library was established on March 9, 1874, 
when an enterprising group of 16 young men met and decided to 
establish a library in the city of Carbondale. The Young Men’s 
Library Association, chartered on January 26, 1875 and now 
known as the Carbondale Public Library, is the oldest public 
library in Lackawanna County. At the time of its formation, the 
library was housed in a room provided by the Carbondale Dickens 
Literary Association. On March 2, 1896, the library moved into 
Carbondale City Hall, and was housed in a room on the ground 
floor, fronting on Main Street; in 1965, the library moved to the 
former Bell Telephone Company on Sixth Avenue. The present 
library building was opened to the public on October 28, 1996.

Said that he would help 
do a proper repair to the fence 
come Spring. 

I told him (in response to his 
question to me about mv wanting 
to file an insurance claim) that 1 
was not interested in filing a 
claim. He seems to be a good guy, 
with the right kind of approach to 
the world.

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FREEZE, RIGHT 
WHERE YOU ARE

Most of us know all too well 
what it's like to get up in the 
middle of the night and head 
out to a poultry show. 

Too much rushing about in 
the early morning hours as you 
try to get everything done that 
has to be done. Too much 
anxiety as you drive long 
hours in the dark, only to 
discover - to your chagrin - 
that you're still 75 miles from 
the show hall and that judging 
will begin in one hour. Not 
enough time to adequately 
clean up your birds once 
they're in the show cages. 


To avoid those - and other 
difficult consequences of 
middle - of - the ‘ - night 
departures for poultry shows, 
three of my poultry buddies 
(Bob Anke, Chuck Campfield, 
Dick Laabs) and I decided to 
travel together to the 15th 
annual fall show of the Twin 
Tier Poultry Club at Bath, New 
York, on September 7th. We 
decided to leave for the 
Sunday show at 1 pm on 
Saturday and to travel in Bob 
Anke's housetrailer (with 
sleeping accommodations for 
six), with Chuck Campfield at 
the wheel. 

Like clockwork, everything 
went beautifully on Saturday: 
we arrived in Bath, New York 
in plenty of time to get our 
birds into their show cages 
and to groom them before the 
show hall closed. 

We then had dinner at a 
nice restaurant and returned to 
the fairgrounds. After some 
very enjoyable poultry talk, we 
called it a day and turned in. 

I usually get up very early, 
so I was not surprised to 
discover that it was 4 am when 
I woke up on Sunday. I 
decided to get up even though 
I knew it was much too early to 
expect the show hall to be 
open. 

I walked around the 
fairgrounds. It was a beautiful 
morning - still very dark, but 
the moon was out, and the 
star-filled sky was a sight to 
behold. 

Recently, I read an article 
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about the importance of the 
constellation Orion to the 
ancient Egyptians, and so I 
was anxious to study that 
constellation. I did so. 

At about 5 am, I decided - 
just for the heck of it - to do a 
round trip on the access road 
from the highway into the 
fairgrounds. As I passed the 
fourth house on the right on 
the way out, a side-porch light 
came on and a man let out a 
dog for its morning outing. I 
said "Good morning." The man 
made no reply. "Be unsociable 
if you want to - see if I care," 
said I to myself. I continued 
on my way. 

When I returned to the 
fairgrounds, I sat down on one 
of the tables in the shade 
pavilion. Later in the day, all 
the tables in the pavilion would 
be covered with Chinese 
auction items. The pavilion 
would also be full of birds for j 
sale. 

Suddenly, from out of 
nowhere, a police car, its roof 
lights on and wildly spinning 
raced down the access road 
and onto the fairgrounds. I J 
was very visible at the edge of 
the pavilion. ^ 

The police car came at me 
at full speed and stopped, in 
true Hollywood/TV police- 
drama style, a few feet from 
where I sat. Both front doors 
on the still-running police 
cruiser swung open. Two , 
police officers sprang from the 1 
car and pointed flashlights 
directly in my face. I remained 
motionless. I said nothing. 

Slowly, very slowly, they 
approached. "Let’s see your 
identification!" barked one of 
the officers. I took out my 
driver's license and showed it 
to him. 

I sensed that these keepers 
of the peace might be 
wondering why I was sitting on 
a picnic table in the shade 
pavilion on the Steuben 
County Fairgrounds at 5 
o'clock in the morning. I 
explained, before being asked, 
that I was a poultry exhibitor at 
the annual fall show of the 
Twin Tier Poultry Club and 
said that I was waiting for the 
show hall "over there, in the 
sheep - and - swine building" 
to open. 



i showed them the copy of 
the exhibitors' list that I had in 
my back pocket and pointed 
out my name, exhibitor 82, in 
the list. 

The tension in the air 
diminished, somewhat, and 
the two officers no longer 
seemed to regard me as a 
dangerous criminal - only a 
poultry fancier, and apparently 
not too dangerous a one, 
although probably at least half 
crazy. 

The second officer, sensing 
that I must be wondering what 
was going on, offered the 
following - "We had a call that 
some drunk was wandering 
about in the dark on the 
access road and on the 
fairgrounds." 

Instantly, I knew who called 
the police: the unsociable man 
who was putting his. dog out 


for a walk as I passed by his 
house - the man who said 
nothing wnen I spoke to him. 
"Who else would be out at this 
time of night, walking down 
the street; he must have 
thought, "but some drunk who 
cant find his way home?" 

The two police officers, 
who seemed a little 
disappointed that they - 
defenders of truth, justice, and 
the American way - had not 
apprehended a dangerous 
threat to the social order, took 
their leave. When they were 
well away from the 
fairgrounds, I gave out a sigh 
of relief and noted that day 
was breaking. It looked like jt 
would be a beautiful day. 

It wasn't long before the 
Whitney brothers arrived and 
opened the show hall. We had 
a good laugh about the 
incident. 

. The moral of the story, I 
guess, is this. If you're going 
to arrive early - very early - at 
a poultry show, stay in your 
vehicle and maintain a very 
low profile, or you may get 
yourself into trouble with the 
law.

The American Poultry Association has a long and wonderful heritage, which 1 truly 
respect. But, we need to start preparing the A.P.A. for the future. We have revised and 
rewritten many things over the last couple of years.

The A.P.A. needs to nurture it’s relationship with the industry. We have started by 
referring all industry related e-mail to universities and industry members. In return they 
are re-erring all purebred poultry e-mails and questions to us. By doing this we work on 
building a relationship with the industry and universities, and are getting questions 
answered. Working with the poultry industry opens doors for purebred poultry that we 
have never before thought possible. Murray McMurray hatchery sells more A.P.A. 
memberships then anyone else, but until only two years ago the A.P.A. and the Nation’s 
oldest purebred hatchery had not worked together in such a cooperative manor. The

The A.P.A. needs to be more accessible to the members. A.P.A. "connedions" should be 
in place in which qualified people located in different parts of the country would set up 
tables at shows and would be available to the members.

I took this six years ago I only took 
it on an interim basis until someone 
else would volunteer.

One reason I am late with 
the ALL-Orp is that I have been 
making some runs for my birds. As 
most of you know I keep them in an 
old barn that was originally pur 
together with square nails and wooden 
pegs over 100 years ago. However, 
the part I am using for my birds is 
lined on the inside. There was a 15 
ft. wide corral, with an open end, in 
front of it. I got looking at it and 
thought if 1 moved the horse water 
trough over to the other end and 
closed of that end I could have a 
50ft. by 16ft. run for mv birds. 
There was a semi truck load of trash 
to get rid of, cross fences to build, 
access doors from the pens to the 
runs, and the water trough to move. 

I have the trash moved, the 
doors built and two cross fences 
done. I plan to do two more cross 
fences and move the trough before the 
water goes out of the irrigation 
ditch on October 20. The horses 
won't drink out of the trough when 
there is water in the ditch any way 
This will be the first time I have 
ever had runs for my birds. Some of 
them are 3 years old and never been 
on dirt. I have always fed them 
grass clippings once or twice a week 
during mowing season and thought that 
was enough. I hope this will hein my 
birds even more. The access doors 
are 30" off the ground, I hope that 
will keep the skunks out. I plan to 
close the doors each night.

December 15,1997 

Last night I made a 
pomander out of an orange and 
some whole cloves. Heavenly! I 
gently brushed the cat with it.

The pomander is now displayed on 
top of an upside down blue and 
white Chinese rice bowl on the 
bookcase above my desk at ICS. It 
is perfuming the air in the most 
wonderful way. When DWP II 
comes for Christmas, I will get 
him involved in making a couple 
more pomanders. Maybe one for 
his school teacher. 

The fir Christmas "tree" in 
the "fish bowl" above my desk 
made it through the weekend in 
good order. My colleague, Paul 
Warner, posted the following 
"sign" below the "tree" or, his side 
of the partition:

A good hatch in the 
incubator: about 20 chicks, 
including at least seven Blue 
Orpingtons. I will put them into a 
brooder box tonight when I get 
home from ICS. All is well, very 
well, up in the barn. The birds are 
laying beautifully. Virtually no 
sickness of any kind. 

December 16,1997 

Very successful hatch in the 
incubator in my bedroom. Put the 
following chicks into a brooder 
box in my bedroom last night: 9 
Orpingtons (hopefully Blue), 4 
Rose Comb Rhode Island Reds, 3 
Minorca/Orpington crosses, 1 
Modem Game, 2 standard Games 
(eggs laid by White hen, who has 
been with three males: White 
OEG, Silver Duckwing American 
Game, B. B. Red American 
Game). 

Today is the day that the 
cast comes off my arm, hopefully. 
I can hardly wait. I will see Dr. 
Mogerman at 4:30 P.M. 

December 17,1997 

Dr. Mogerman removed the 
final cast yesterday afternoon. 
How wonderful to rediscover one's 
arm! The fou r holes from the pins 
have healed over nicely so I can 
get the arm wet without any worry 


of water getting into the holes. The 
arm feels weak, not surprisingly. I 
have an Ace bandage and a half 
shell in which to wrap the arm to 
protect it during this final healing 
stage. (I have just had to stop 
typing and put on the half-bandage 
to diminish the muscle ache.) 

Trip back to see Dr. 
Mogerman on December 30 lh . 

DWP and I met today at 
11:30 A.M. at the Historical 
Society with Jane Varcoe 
(Waymart Area Historical Society) 
and a group of ladies from Wayne 
County to formulate initial plans 
for the centennial observance of 
the closing of the D&H Canal. 
DWP and I will give papers at a 
symposium in October of next 
year. 

Provisional candling of the 
sixty eggs that I put into the 
incubator about a week ago 
(evening of December 11) shows 
that fertility is high. It appears that 
many of the Partridge Rock eggs 
are fertile, which is somewhat 
surprising (many of the eggs are 
early eggs from pullets) and very 
good news. A second candling in 
three or four days will make it 
very clear what is fertile and what 
is not. 

December 18,1997 

Gave blood at ICS today. 
My hemoglobin count was down a 
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bit, probably because f the aim 
surgery of rece weeks. The 
hemoglobin was .m appropriate 
level, however, and I was able to 
give blood. 

Carbondale Public Library 
directors and staff annual 
Christmas dinner tonight at 
Pettinato's. We directors will 
"treat" the ten staff to dinner! It 
should be just the other way 
around. 

Many of the Partridge Rock 
eggs in the incubator appear to be 
fertile—which is wonderful! I 
have not seen mating a single time 
in either of the Partridge Rock 
breeding pens, but it appears to be 
taking place. I switch the both 
breeding males about once a week. 
Offspring from either one will be 
grand, especially the Kreuger's 
Kluckers male that I acquired at 
the Cobleskill show. 

My best adult Partridge 
Rock female has been ill for a 
couple of months. I was sure that 
she was going to die, but, alas, she 
appears to be making a complete 
recovery. In addition, I think she is 
gearing up to laying. Over the 
weekend I will move her into one 
of the breeding pens and keep my 
fingers crossed. 

December 22,1997 

Here is the breakdown on 
the fertile eggs now in the 
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incubator: Modem Game (7), 
American Game (7), Black 
Orpington (12), Partridge Rock 
(13). 

I am extremely happy that 
the Partridge Rock eggs are fertile. 
Only once—and that was in the 
course of this past weekend—have 
1 seen mating in the Partridge 
Rock breeding pens. So mating 
has been going on on a regular 
basis. Tres bien. I hope that the 
Kreuger Kluckers' male is doing 
his share of fertilizing. He has 
several outstanding features that I 
would like to firmly establish in 
my line of Partridge Rocks: good 
red in the hackle, nice long back, 
nice head with moderately sized 
comb. 

One of my superb old hens 
(banded with both a green band 
and a purple band) has recovered 
from what I thought would be a 
terminal illness. She has bee out in 
the "poultry hospital" by the 
pigeon coops so that her malady 
was isolated from the other birds. 
Not only has the superb old hen 
recovered completely, I believe 
that she is gearing up to start 
laying. On Saturday, I moved her 
into one of the breeding pens. 
With any luck, I will be able to get 
some fertile eggs out of her this 
winter/spring. 

December 29, 1997 


I have the distinct feeling 
that the new year has already 
begun. 

We celebrated Christmas 
after DWP II arrived in town. He 
alternates holidays between his 
mother and his father. He arrived 
on the 29t h ’ which we declared 
Christmas Eve. When DWP I and 
II arrived at The Homestead, at 
about 2 P.M., I was in the process 
of baking a recipe of Hermits 
(Aunt Eleanor's mother's recipe). 
The house was filled with their 
heavenly aroma. 

In the late afternoon, we 
three went off to get a Christmas 
tree. We did so in the woods at the 
edge of Decker's Field. On the 
way we carried some bales of hay 
to the Herefords, who are pastured 
in Decker's Field. 

We located "the perfect 
tree" in good order. We all shared 
in sawing it down. DWP II and I 
dragged it home through the field. 
DWP I took a couple of 
photographs of the process. 

In good order, we installed 
the tree in the front hall. To my 
great pleasure, the tree touched the 
ceiling. We decorated the tree. 

Supper consisted of several 
hundred shrimp, Romaine lettuce 
leaves, and com fritters with 
maple syrup for dessert. 

Eight people for Christmas 
dinner, served at about 1:30 P.M.

on the 28 th : Mom, DWP I and II, 
Cousin Peg, Joe Pascoe and his 
mother Rose, Jim Burke (his 
mother was not feeling well and 
was not able to join us), SRP. 
Menu: Sausage and oyster loaf as 
appetizer, served on Mom's square 
Noritake luncheon plates; the 
sausage and oyster loaf slice was 
arranged on a small Romaine leaf; 
also on the plate were a 4-inch 
long section of scallion leaf, a 
sprig of parsley, and a slice of 
lemon. On top of the loaf on each 
plate was spooned some of the 
orange-flavored oyster sauce that I 
made on 12/25. 

Roast pork, Yorkshire 
pudding, gravy, whole flesh 
asparagus, three breads made by 
Cousin Peg (Aunt Louise's nut 
bread, cranberry bread, Betty's 
Brown Bread), red wine. Dessert 
was DWP's homemade tapioca 
pudding, Hermits, homemade (by 
DWP II and SRP) fruitcake, and 
Darjeeling tea. The meal was a 
grand success. 

I was very pleased to 
observe that when the cookie/fruit 
cake plate was passed at dessert 
that DWP II took four Hermits. I 
made the cookies solely with him 
in mind. 

We then withdrew to the 
living room and opened presents.

Over the weekend at one 
point I filled the second incubator 
with 42 choice eggs—mostly 
Partridge Rock, Black Orpington, 
Modem Game, American Game, 
Old English Game. Also gave an 
American Game bantam setter 
seven standard Wyandotte (White, 
Silver-Laced) eggs. These Wyan¬ 
dotte eggs are experiments: my 
Silver-Laced birds (excellent color 
but poor type) mated to Whites 
from Carl Harris (very good type). 
Some very good chicks could 
emerge from the cross. 

The buff chicks from the 
Buff Minorca cockerel/Buff 
Orpington hen cross are growing 
nicely. They appear to be more 
Orpington than Minorca, which is 
fine, but I was hoping for "more 
Minorca than Orpington." It's still 
much too early to tell for sure. 

Also at one point in the 
course of the past few days, may)’ 
on 12/25, I broke-down the Blau 
Orpington breeding pen and 
installed seven B. B. Red 
American Game bantam hens and 
one cock therein. Several of the 
hens are laying well. This coming 
Sunday, January 3 rd , I will start to 
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collect American Game bantam 
eggs. It should not take very long 
to get a couple of dozen. They are 
very good birds and I must hatch a 
good number of chicks out now, 
when the hens are laying well, to 
make sure that I maintain the 
blood line. 

liinre is a lot of weather- 
channel hysteria going on now 
about a possible winter storm. 
DWP II is anxiously hoping for 
lots of snow to play in and to ride 
his snowboard on. For his sake, I 
hope we get three feet of snow! I 
have on hand all the preparations 
necessary to make gingerbread 
cookies. Wouldn't that be the 
perfect undertaking for a 
snowbound day at home! 

Now listening to Rach¬ 
maninoffs very beautiful Sym¬ 
phony No.2 in E Minor, with 
Leonard Slatkin conducting the 
Saint Louis Symphony orchestra. 

I have done a preliminary 
ordering of my poultry papers for 
1996; I will do the same for 1997 
and then have them microfilmed. 

December 31,1997 

As I drove to work this 
morning, an ice-laden tree (in the 
gorge on Route 247, just before it 
connects with Route 6) fell onto 
my truck! I can not believe that 
my truck's cab was not crushed by 
the blow or that the windshield 


was not broken! I; was an awful 
experience. I held the wheel and 
continued on. Behind me I could 
see, in my rear-view mirror, the 
tree across the road. 

Preliminary description of 
damages: right windshield wiper 
tom off, radio antenna bent, 
external mirror on right side 
broken, a couple of dents on the 
right door and rear quarter section. 
Maybe more. I can't believe that I 
was able to continue on my way. 

Phoned in a report to Price 
Insurance, and they will contact 
the insurance company. An agent 
will contact me in a couple of 
days. My policy is $100 
deductible. 

Major winter storm on 
Monday night/Tuesday morning. 
We have about a foot of snow. 
Lots of tree damage due to ice and 
snow clinging to the branches. The 
power was off from about 1 A.M. 
to 5:30 A.M. on Tuesday. I have 
two incubators full of eggs at 
present: in one the eggs are at least 
two weeks along, in the other, 
about three or four days. The two- 
week plus embryos are very 
probably just fine; it's very "iffy" 
with the other eggs. I'll candle 
everything in a few days and that 
will tell the story. 

DWP II is having a grand 
visit here. He is ecstatic about the 
snow. He has a snowboard with 


him and he has been having a 
grand time on the hill to the bam. 
Yesterday he was very helpful 
with the snow shoveling and with 
feeding the Herefords. He and I 
plowed through the woods over to 
the cows and carried hay to them 
early in the day; we did the same 
at about 4:30 P.M. 

This may be the first time 
that DWP II has seen so many 
snow-covered trees. He com¬ 
mented repeatedly on how 
beautiful the trees were, especially 
over the bridge and the haybam in 
the woods across from the house. 

He enlisted my help to 
construct an igloow/snowfort at 
the base of the hill by the first tee. 
It's quite a structure: a wooden 
roof and side walls made from 
some pieces of plywood that I had 
in the bam. 
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January 5,1998 

In spite of the 4-5 hour 
power failure on Tuesday, there 
was a good hatch in one of the 
incubators on January 2-3: 4 Old 
English Games (eggs from White 
hen, various males), 10 Black 
Orpingtons, 11 Partridge Rocks, 2 
Modem Games. I am very pleased. 

In addition, the one-week 
old eggs in the other incubator 
were not affected the power 
failure. To my horror, I discovered 
yesterday morning that the 


incubator with the one-week old 
eggs stopped functioning in the 
middle of the night! It needs a new 
wafer, apparently. The eggs felt 
cold when I discovered the 
problem at about 6 A.M. It appears 
that the living embryos were not 
affected by this second incubator 
shut-down. I candled them last 
night and it seems that about 24 
embryos are alive and well! Such 
tough creatures they are—even 
before they are hatched. 

I am especially pleased to 
have these eleven new Partridge 
Rocks. My intention is to raise a 
large number of Partridge Rocks 
this year—100 would be fine. 
They are my favorite chicken. 
Maybe if I raise a large number of 
them that will be the stimulus I 
need to de-accession some of the 
other breeds that I now raise. 

We have had several days of 
spring-like weather rect ntly. What 
a blessing! From Lancaster 
Farming, I recently learned that 
some of the Amish farmers in 
Lancaster county have already 
begun to plow their fields! It's 
hard to believe that it was ten 
degrees below zero on Wednesday 
morning (I think it was). That 
brutal cold snap was followed with 
temperatures in the high 40's. It's 
time to start making preparations 
for the maple syrup season. 


January 7,1998 

Seven years ago today was 
my last day at Elkdale! I like 
knowing that kind of fact. It helps 
one to put/to keep things in 
perspective. 

These are the kinds of days 
that were so wonderful at Elkdale: 
warm enough to have the windows 
open in the middle of winter. We 
continue to be blessed with 
temperatures in the 50's—in the 
first week of January. Every warm 
day now puts us one day closer to 
spring! 

Photo shoot at ICS today. 
SRP will appear as "the boss," I 
think, in some of the shots. All the 
world's a stage. There are no small 
parts, only small actors. Curtain 
up! It's for a Study Unit called 
Developing Your Professional 
Image. I hope it materializes, 
because I want to be able to list 
the experience in my always- 
growing list of "extra work done" 
for my next annual review, before 
my March 27 anniversary review. 
I started here in 1995. This March 
27 lh will complete my third year. 

This is a wonderful job for 
me and I love it. It has made/is 
making so many things possible. 

DWP II's visit was 
enjoyable from start to finish. I 
gave it my best to institute as 
many home-and-hearth exper¬ 
iences as possible for his sake. As 


he arrived at The Homestead on 
December 27 th , I was (very 
consciously) deep I the throes of 
making Hermits; in the late 
afternoon we went out to the 
woods (back end of Decker's 
Field) and got a Christmas tree 
and put it up. On the 28 lh , we had 
the Holiday Dinner for Mom, Peg, 
DWP I and II, Joe Pascoe and his 
mother Rose, Jim Burke, and SRP. 
In the evening on the 29‘\ the 
snowstorm started—about a foot 
of snow. DWP II had a ball. On 
the 30 lh , we shoveled out (DWP 1 
at the wheel of the jeep, DWP II 
and I with shovels in our hands).

He had a 
grand time, and so did I. 

[Joseph Henning is a good 
guy. He is from Carbondale and 
his number is 282-1199.] 

About a week ago, I 
borrowed several CD's from the 
Scranton Public Library. 1 have an 
enormous appetite for Broadway 
musicals and so 1 borrowed, 
without knowing the music at all, 
Ziegfield Follies. .All-star cast, 
including Fred Astaire, Lucille 
Ball, Fanny Brice, Judy Garland, 
Lena Home, Gene Kelly, Red 
Skelton, Esther Williams, and 
Wiliam Powell. The film was 
produced to commemorate MGM's 
20 th anniversary and L. B. Mayer 
gave Arthur Freed carte blanche to 
create an all-star extravaganza to 
be entitled Ziegfield Follies. 
(Freed had previously done Meet 
Me in Saint Louis. On theTown, 
and Singin' in the Rain.) Ziegfield 
Follies, is a series of skits and 
songs that show off Metro's stars 
to their best advantage. 

Two of the numbers in the 
show are stupendous: "Limehouse 
Blues" (instrumental version here 
of music by Philip Braham, lyrics 
by Douglas Furber, copyright 
1922; recorded here on July 3, 
1944 in Cluver City, CA) and 


"This Heart of Mine" (music by 
Harry Warren, lyrics by Arthur 
Freed, copyright 1944, vocals by 
Fred Astaire, recorded June 2, 
1944 in Culver City, CA). 

January 8,1998 

Put 62 eggs (mostly 
Partridge Rock and Wyandotte) 
into the incubators last night; also

Transferred about 20 
eggs (mostly standard Black 
Orpington and Partridge Rock) 
into the hatching incubator also. 

The many chicks up in the 
bam are doing nicely. Some of the 
oldest ones are just about old 
enough to run with the old birds. 

I will continue to hatch 
standard Partridge Rocks for the 
next couple of months. If I had 
100 young Partridge Rocks, that 
would not be too many. 

January 9,1998 

Sent Rico Sebastianelli a 
fax today with a list of my wins on 
standard Partridge Rocks. Asked 
him to double-check my list. 
According to my calculations, I 
now quality to be named an APA 
Master Breeder of Standard 
Partridge Rocks. If so, I will take 
out a full-page ad in the 1998 
APA YEARBOOK and formally 




announce that wonderful fact to 
the world. 

January 12,1998 

Today is Dad's birthday— 

1913. 

Today is also the day that I 
started to work for Wal-Mart in 
1995. How long ago all that 
seems. These past three years at 
ICS have been wonderful. 

Rico replied to my fax and 
said that I will be named an "APA 
Master Breeder of Standard 
Partridge Plymouth Rocks"; also I 
will receive a certificate made out 
as follows: "American Poultry 
Association Grand Master 
Exhibitor Award of Standard 
Partridge Plymouth Rocks to S. 
Robert Powell." Very nice.

I must get busy and write an 
article for the 1998 APA 
YEARBOOK. What will it be? 

January 14,1998 

Candled all of the eggs now 
under incubation last night. Things 
are looking good. In the incubators 
are 40 fertile eggs about a week 
into the process: 16 Wyandotte, 4 
Game, 20 Partridge Rock; two 
weeks or more into the cycle are 
20 standard eggs, mostly 


Orpington and Partridge Rock. 
Under an American Game bantam 
hen up in the bam are 6 standard 
eggs, two weeks or more into the 
cycle. Also in the bam, a Barred 
Wyandotte bantam hen is setting 
on 10 fertile B. B. Red American 
Game bantam eggs. 

Those are the first American 
Game bantam eggs—from my 
very superior birds—and I am 
very pleased that they are all 
fertile. 1 want to hatch about 25 
bantam B. B. Red American 
Games. As soon as 1 am finished 
hatching Wyandottes and 
American Games, l will set up two 
more standard Partridge Rock 
breeding pens—making it a total 
of four breeding pens for Partridge 
Rocks. 

I have about 8 Partridge 
Rock pullets that are just coming 
to maturity and laying well and I 
want to get chicks from them. 1 
believe I will use just the two 
males and rotate them around in 
the four Partridge Rock breeding 
pens. One hundred Partridge Rock 
chicks would not be too many, by 
any means. 

My guess is that I now have 
about 80 chicks of various breeds 
and ages. 

Historical Society meeting 
tonight at the library. 

Decided yesterday that my 
article for this year's APA 
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YEARBOOK would be about 
power failures and incubator 
malfunctions; possible title "Don't 
Panic." Started working on the 
article yesterday and I already 
have a good draft of an article. I'll 
work on it for several weeks and 
have several people read it and 
make suggestions and then I'll 
send it in to the APA. I will take 
out a full-page ad again this year 
and announce that 1 have been 
named an APA Master Breeder 
and Grand Master Exhibitor of 
Standard Partridge Plymouth 
Rocks. 

January 19,1998 

About 15 chicks hatching in 
the incubator; also some under a 
B. B. Red American Game hen up 
in the bam. These are standard 
Partridge Rocks, Black Orping¬ 
tons, and Games (Modem and Old 
English). Some of the Orpingtons 
appear to be very large chicks—- 
which is good. Let's hope they 
grow into very large adults. 

The splash Orpington that is 
the mother of virtually all of this 
year's Orpington chicks has set, 
which is wonderful. I have given 
her about a dozen B. B. Red 
American Game bantam eggs and 
about six miscellaneous standard 
eggs. She appears to be an 
excellent setter. The "Asil/Malay" 
hen has also, I believe, started to 


set. I'll know more tonight. I will 
give her about the same kinds of 
eggs that 1 gave to the splash 
Orpington that set yesterday. 

I'm making very good 
progress on my article for this 
year's APA YEARBOOK, in 
which I have had an article every 
year for the past five or six years 
(maybe longer). 

January 20,1998 

About 20 new chicks, 
mostly from the incubator but 
three from under a B. B. Red 
American Game hen. They look 
good. There are a couple of Black 
Orpington chicks that appear to be 
extra large, which is great. The 
Splash Orpington hen has settled 
into setting. My impression is that 
she will be an excellent setter. 

January 23,1998 

Nasty winter weather. 
Snow, sleet, freezing rain—later 
tonight, all rain (hopefully). 
Donald was supposed to get DWP 
II for the weekend, but canceled 
his plans this afternoon because of 
this weather. That's too bad. I was 
looking for ward to DWP II's visit. 
His birthday is this coming 
Wednesday (he'll be 11) and we 
were going to celebrate his 
birthday this weekend. Oh well, 
better safe than sorry.

DWP phoned me earlier in 
the afternoon to say that the new 
incubator that I ordered from 
Murray McMurray, along with 
some replacement parts for my 
two existing incubators, arrived 
this afternoon. Excellent news. 1 
will get things operational this 
evening, I hope, and then set lots 
of eggs. 

January 27,1998 

I have done some sorting 
among the standard Partridge 
Rock hens and have selected the 
four best ones I have. They are in 
a breeding pen with the male from 
Kreuger's Kluckers (that I 
acquired—most fortuitously— -at 
last fall's Cobleskill show). This 
morning, the best old hen laid an 
egg while I was in the bam. As I 
was about to leave the bam, I 
noticed that the White Wyandotte 
hen had just laid an egg. I decided 
to get both eggs and put them in 
the cellar. In a very clumsy move, 
I dropped the Partridge Rock egg! 

1 could have kicked myself. I 
already have six or seven of her 
eggs under incubation so it was 
not a major catastrophe, but it did 
bother me. The loss of he egg, yes, 
but mostly my carelessness. 

The good news is that since 
the hen laid the egg very early in 
the day, she is at the beginning of 
a what I hope is "a substantial 


rope" of eggs. I'll not drop any 
more of her eggs, of that you can 
be sure. If I had put the egg 
directly into an egg carton, the 
accident would not have 
happened. 

I'm thinking of taking 
tomorrow off from ICS. It would 
be a good day to spend in 
Carbondale doing errands—at the 
Historical Society, at the auto 
repair places. There's a lot that I 
have to do in town. 

Sent DWP II a birthday card 
yesterday. His birthday is 
tomorrow—he will be 11. He's 
coming this weekend. His trip her 
last weekend was canceled 
because of a winter storm. 

I continue to make revisions 
to my article for the 1998 APA 
YEARBOOK. The article keeps 
getting better and better. It is now 
titled "Short-Term Incubator 
Problems." 

January 29,1998 

An excellent hatch is now 
going on in my incubator at home. 
Fifteen additional chicks hatched 
overnight. There are so many 
chicks in the incubator that I can't 
effectively count them. There are 
several, maybe a half dozen, 
Columbian Wyandottes—or what 
appear to be Columbian 
Wyandottes. They have good size. 
Very possibly my breeding 
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experiment has worked: White 
Wyandotte male on my three 
Columbian pullets; my two 
Columbian cockerels on a White 
hen. The White birds I got from 
Carl Harris—and they are good 
birds. Who knows, maybe I have 
created some excellent show 
Columian Wyandottes. Time will 
tell. 

I'm not really too sure about 
the Buff chicks from the cross of a 
standard Buff Minorca cockerel on 
the Buff Orpington hen. The 
chicks (most ail of them) have 
White legs. All of them have good 
buff color. I'm not sure that they 
will develop into superior 
Orpingtons or Minorcas. The few 
that have yellow legs might pass 
for Buff Rocks in the county-fair 
circuit. The hens ought to be good 
layers and, hopefully, setters. 

DWP II arrives tonight for a 
3-day visit. That will be fun. 

January 30,1998 

I believe that there are 36 
new chicks: about 20 Partridge 
Rocks, 8 Columbian Wyandottes, 
3 or 4 White O. E. Games, 3 or 4 
White Wyandottes. A most 
extraordinary hatch! I am very 
pleased. 

In another incubator are 42 
additional "special" eggs—most of 
which, I believe, are fertile. I did a 
preliminary candling a day or two 


ago. A second—and more 
definitive candling—will take 
place this coming weekend. My 
first candling revealed that four or 
five of the "extra special" 
Partridge Rock eggs are fertile! I 
hope that they are fertile by the 
Kreuger male. I have decided to 
use the Kreuger male for all 
additional PPR hatching eggs. He 
is excellent in many respects: good 
r i in the hackle, great head, good 
back. 

The standard White Old 
English Game hen has set—in one 
of the nest boxes in the large hen 
area. As soon as I am sure that she 
is definitely setting, I will give her 
some choice eggs—maybe B. B. 
Red American Game bantam eggs. 

The APA judges’ certifi¬ 
cation exam has again taken center 
stage. I now believe that I will 
study for and take the exam this 
spring. It's a natural progression in 
my involvement with exhibition 
poultry.

AVIAN INFLUENZA 

By S. Robert Powell 

Here are some "facts" that I have 
collected recently; also a few 
personal observations; 

• Poultry Show exposition hall 
on main floor of Farm Show 
Complex transformed (a few 
years ago) into Food Court; 
exhibition poultry relegated to 
small room on lower level of 
Farm Show Complex; ridic¬ 
ulous new show rules imposed 
on poultry exhibitors. 

• Poultry Show at 1998 Penn¬ 
sylvania Farm Show canceled 
in October 1997. Secretary of 
Agriculture Hayes: "This is 
str "tly a precautionary 
[measure] to prevent the pos¬ 
sible transmission of the H7N2 
avian influenza virus through 
exhibits at the show."

• The general poultry quarantine 
that was instituted in May in 
much of southeastern Pennsyl¬ 
vania was lifted in Lancaster 
county (perhaps also in the 
remainder of the areas under 
quarantine) on November 10, 
1997—which means, of course, 
that the poultry show at the 
1998 Pennsylvania Farm 
Show could have taken place. 

• From a page-one story in the 

December 20, 1997 issue of 
Lancaster Fanning, we have 
learned that a non-pathogenic 
strain of H7N2 avian influenza 
was detected in a 24,800-turkey 
flock (13,000, 1° weeks old; 
11,800, 10 days old) in 

northern Lancaster county. The 
birds were disposed of, a farm- 
specific quarantine was im¬ 
posed, and the flock owner was 
compensated for his losses. 

• On National Public Radio at 8 
A. M. on December 29, 1997,1 
heard a news story about H5N1 
avian influenza in Hong Kong. 
Every chicken in Hong Kong 
was quickly slaughtered to 
prevent a spread of the 
influenza which, it was 
reported, had caused 4 human 
deaths; 12 other humans are 
said to have been infected by 
the "bird flu." 

• Also on NPR, I heard (01-03- 
98) that all ducks and geese in 


Hong Kong would now be 
killed. 

• According to Pennsylvania 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Samuel Hayes, Jr., H7N2 avian 
influenza does not pose any 
threat to human health. 

• Non-pathogenic H7N2 avian 
influenza (which causes illness 
and some mortality in birds) 
can turn into a pathogenic 
strain (which causes total 
mortality). Pennsylvania has 4 
million doses of avian 
influenza vaccine on hand, but 
according to a USDA protocol, 
the vaccine can only be 
administered if the virus 
becomes pathogenic. 

All of this avian influenza 
hoopla—as well as what appears 
to be an anti-exhibition poultry 
trend in Pennsylvania—makes me 
very nervous. Even though we, the 
exhibition poultry people, and our 
birds are not the cause of the avian 
influenza problems in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, I can easily envision the day 
when some government function¬ 
ary—at the urging of the 
commercial poultry industry and 
"in the interest of public health 
and safety" announces that all 
backyard and hobbyist flocks in 
Pennsylvania will have to be 
disposed of. 
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Why are the 4 million doses 
(a two-year supply) of avian 
influenza vaccine not being used? 
The vaccine is there. Why not 
allow us to vaccinate our birds 
(even though our birds are not at 
fault)? If our birds are vaccinated 
against avian influenza, our birds 
would be protected (hopefully) if 
the day ever comes when a 
government-sanctioned witch 
hunt/inquisition takes place. 

Why are the commercial 
poultry people not using the 
vaccine? I wonder if the fact that 
the carcasses of birds in "spent" 
layer flocks (and probably in all 
other commercial flocks as well) 
will not be purchased by foreign 
buyers if the birds have been 
vaccinated has anything to do with 
it? 

In October 1997, Secretary 
Hayes stated: "The commercial 
poultry industry is extremely vital 
to Pennsylvania's agricultural 
economy. I am going to do what I 
can to protect our poultry 
farmers." 

What about us, the exhi¬ 
bition poultry people? Where 
would the commercial poultry 
farmers be today if exhibition 
poultry people had not preserved 
the breeds of poultry that were 
used to create the present-day 
commercial chickens?
